ECONOMIC SLUMP. 


Japan's postal savings and trans- 
fer savings deposits held by the 
Deposits Bureau in the Ministry of 
Finance on October 15 amounted 
to Y.2,382,800,000, an increase of 
Y.5,376,000 over the ‘amount at the 
end of September. | This increase 
was caused mostly by the gain in 
transfer savings deposits. The net 
amount of postal savings deposits 
went off about Y.1,000,000. 

This marks ‘an epoch.in the flood, 
of postal savings deposits which, 
the “Japan Advertiser” remarks, 
has been noticed for some years, 
especially since the financial panic 
of 1927. In July the increase 
amounted to about ¥60,000,000 
over the month before, in August 
Y.7,000,000 and in September 
Y.4,200,000. The September in- 
crease was about one-fifth of that 
for the same period of last year. 

A Striking , Contrast. 


. The increase between the first of 
November, when the reduction of 
the interest rate on postal savings 
was enforced, to October, 9 totalled 
only ¥.740,000 in striking contrast 
te ¥.6,000,000 for the correspond- 
ing period of Jast year. Since 
October 10 the amount has begun 
to decrease and the net amount of 
postal savings depoalts on Octo- 
‘\ ber 15 ts estimated to have drop- 
ped by about Y.1,000,000 from that 
on September 30. 

No decrease in the total amount 
has been experienced so far, ex- 
cept for December, when with- 
drawals ‘are heavy each year for 
the annual settlement of accounts 
among rural communities, which 
are the largest depositors. The 
Government authorities do not ¢x- 


pect any increase th the amount in| 


the future. 
Interest Rate Reduction.

REPAIR COSTS OF US. 
SHIPS ABROAD. 


New Regulations As To 
Refund. —~ 


The 3 regulations governing tho 
entry of and payment of, duty on 
equipment and repairs to*American 


easels engaged in the foreign or 


coasting trade pursuant to Section 
466 of the Hawley-Smoot Tariff Act 
have been promulgated by the Trea- 
sury Department’ (states a Wash- 
ington message)...‘ 

“The provisions of the now tariff 
law relating to repairs of American 
vessels abroad call for the payment 
of an ad valorem duty of 60 per 
centum on the cost of equipment 
which shall. not include. the com- 
pensation paid for repairs. When 
such repairs are necesaltated 
through caaualty or stress of wea- 
ther, refund of duties is allowed 
under virtually the anme procedure 
as prescribed by the 1922 Act, 

In announcing: ‘the regulations, 


the Secrotary of the Treasury issued | ' 


a copy of the communication sent 
to collectors ‘of customs detailing 
information which must be furnish- 
ed by American’ shipowners secking 
refund of duties on repairs made or 
equipments purchased abroad, 

“Mn cases where the master of a 
veasel seeks relief: from the assess- 
ment or refund of duties on repairs’ 
made or equipment purchased; dus 
to a casualty or stress of weather 
encountered on the voyage,” the re- 
gulations ‘provide that an-affidavit 
shall be submitted “accompanied by 
itemised bills coveripg the cost’ of, 
the repairs. made on equipments 
purchased; certified abstracts of the 


| ship's log when stress of weather is 


claimed, and a certtficate of the 
proper officer when the repairs are 
made in order to obtain a certificate 
of seaworthiness.” 


Points in Affidavit, 
This affidavit shall ‘set “out fully 


the following information:— 


1. The nature of the casualty or 
streas of ‘weather, if any, encoun- 
tered; — 

2. When and where the casunlty 
or stress of weather occurred; ° 

3. \The damage done by. the 
casualty or stress of weather; - 

4, The port where the repairs 
were: made or the erlpnentt 
secured; and, 


5. A statement of the master ‘of 
the vessel as to whother or not the 
repairs or equipments were required 
to secure the safety and sea-worthi- , 
ness of the vessel to enable her to 
reach her port of destination. 2

THE. LOAD LINE | 
CONVENTION. 


AMERICAN ACTION. 


Many important points are rais- 
ed' by the publication of the terms 
of the Internationgl Convention 
on Load Lings. For, example, it 
is understood that the United 
States, which has hitherto had no 
compulsory load linea for ita 
shipping, has already put the 
rules provided for in the Conven- 
tlon into effect. 

The International. Convention, 
which needa to be ratified in the 
various countries, does not take 
effect until July 1, 1932, but there 
seems no reason why the nations, 


[If they so desire, should not put 


the new rules, or at any rate some 
of them, into operation before then 
ds a plece of domestic legislation. 
British shipowners’ might contend 
that, since American and other 
owners will be permitted to direct 
their ships to the ports of 
Britain at once with load lines in 
accordance with the new Conven- 
tion, they should be placed in the 
same position, Should that view 
be generally held, the . proper 
course would seem to be for own- 
ers to make representations to the 
Chamber of Shipping, with a view 
‘to the matter being submitted to 
the British Government, So far 
ay many of the provisions are con- 
cerned, excluding those affecting 
thnber-carrying ships. which aro 
the subject of special legislation, 
the necessary orders could be 
mado by the Board of Trade. 
British oil tankers will, in ac+ 
cordance with the new regulations, 
be permitted to load deeper than 


. | hitherto. Thus the freeboard of an) 


oi) tanker G00ft. long will be re- 
duced by about 16in. The carry- 
ing capacity of the British veasela 
will thus be increased and will bo 
more in accordance with that 
hitherto ruling for American ships 
Timber-Carrying Ships. 

British vessels carrying deck 
loadsa of timber will also be per- 
mitted ‘to lond dedper than in tho 
past, the reduction in .tho free- 
bosrd varying from Qin. to 14in., 
according to the size ‘of the ship, 
The new conditions will ‘resemble, 
to some- extent, those which now, 
apply to Scandinavian vessels, The 
hew rules represent, in effect, a 
compromise between the different | 
practices of the nations. For the 
first timé special load lines are 
provided for timber ships, a8 well 


.| a3 for oil tank vessels. 


Tho experience with the Scan- 
dinavian timber-carrying vessels is 
considered to have justified deoper 
loading for British ships. The in- 
ternational agreement will be the 
means of avoiding — certain 
anomalies which now exist in the 
timber-carrying trado, Thus, it Is 
now practicable for foreign 
vessels to load.deeper in oversea 
ports, discharge “part of their cargo 
on the Continent, and reach 
Britain conforming to the British 
rules, Again, vessels. may reach 
the ports of: Britain. with the 
proper freeboards, though’ it is 
obvious that when they left pert, 
and before they were lightened by 
the use of fuel, water, and stores, 
they were’ laden below thelr marks. 
Action could be taken in the case 
of, British ships, but not in that, 
of ‘foreign vessels, since the deeper 
londing took place when the ships 
ware.dutside British control. 

Comparatively tittle change Is 
made'in the regulations affecting 
ordinaty cargo vessels. The: free- 
boards of certain ships ‘will be in- 
creased; those of others wil bo 
unaltered; :and. the. freeboards ‘of. 
yet others will be reduced. 

Besides concerning shipowners, 
Ahipbullders and the shippers of 
cargo,'the new rules .are: of much, 
interest to’ mafine .:underwriters, 
The underwriters,.. hawever, - may 
be expected: to rely largely on the 
work ‘doné by the experts, includ- 
ing those’ of the Board, of ‘Trade.

The hands of more modern 
wicket-keepers, aa exemplified by 
H. S. Love, do not appear to have 
been subjected to the same pound- 
ing. The lessong of the past have 
resulted in improved protection for 
the wicketkeeper’s hands and 
schooling in the pitfalls to avoid 
inefficient wicketkecping. 

Experience has taught that there 
{s no necessity to stand upto fast 
bowling when the chances 
stumping are so few and the pos- 
sibility of taking catches standing 
back is much greater. In conse- 
quence a wicketkeeper, by stand: 
ing back to the speed merchants, is 
not go apt to be hurt—have a

Furthermore it 
is not always the. best way to study 
and become proficient In the art as 
the. batsmen -very frequently do not 
play at the nets os ina match.’

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PISTON TROUBLES & THEIR CAUSES. 


Piston troubles, or at least 
obvious ones, aro, considering the 
light weight of the modern piston 
and the speed at which it travels, 

~ epmparatively rare, but’ with a cer- 
tain amount of cure in driving ; rand 
in watching the lubrication even 
the few cases which come to notice 
cun be eliminated or at least con- 
siderably reduced. 

Manufacturing methods of the 
present day have developed to such 
n high standard that a faulty piston 

* ig almost unknown, and, we must, 
therefore, look to the driver of the 
car to keep these hard-worked units 
at their normal operating efficiency. 

' Being tucked away Inside the en- 
gine, the pistons are rarely seen, 
and because of this few drivers 
give them more than a passing 

‘jthought. An idea of what they 


have to perform may serve to bring 
to light u few reusons as to why 
these parts pf the engine should 
have considerate attention. Speak- 
inv broadly, the piston is the hard- 
ext-worked part of the motor, It {3 
thrown up and down, violently 
pushed and pulled by the forces 
produced by the explosions and by 
ity own Inertia, heated by flaming 
wages, and foreed to rub against the! 
cylinder walls by a heavy side prea- 
sure. Under these conditions © it 
covers a surprisingly big mileage, 
so that .when the car has done 
10,000 miles eack piston has travel- 
led in the'vicinity of 5,000 miles up 
and down in the cylinder. Con- 
sidering the lond which it carries, 
its dificult dutt preventing gas 
from escaping down into the crank- 
case, and oil-from passing up Into 
the combustion chamber, and the 
’ very great difficulty of lubricating 
. gliding surfaces subjected to high 
temperatures, ‘tho average piston 
performs its work’ with a marked 
amount of success. . 
Aluminium Pistons. 

There is a marked tendency on 
‘the part of many drivers. to ascribe 
all piston troubles which have 
occurred during recent years to the 
change over from cast iron to 
aluminium alloy. Those who think 
on these lines are apt to forget that '

In the- same period of time a 
tremendoug advance has been made 
in the power obtained from a

An Increase in power can be ob- 
tained in two ways, both of which 
have been very fully used, The 
first conalsts of increasing the com- 
[ression rutio, and the second of 
increasing the engine speed, or, to 
put it plainly, increasing the power 
of the explosion and getting more 
explosions per minute. It must be 
obvious that this development re- 
sults in ao twofold’ increase in the 
load carried by the piston, Firat, 
there {s a direct increase due to the 
higher gas pressures and to the 
higher temperatures, and there is 
tho increased Inertia load caused by 
the higher ‘speeds. A piston must 
be stopped and restarted at the end 
of every stroke, and this requires 


very big forces, often amounting to. 


over a ton when the engine is turn- 
ing over at high revs. To meet the 
situation, and to bring the loads 
carried by the bearings inside rea- 
sonable limits, designera have been 
forced to reduce the weight of the 
piston as much as possible. 
Troubles, : 
«Getting back to the troubles 
which have been experienced with 
pistons in heavily-loaded engines, 
these may be divided into threo 
classes—piston slap, rapid wear, 
and heavy oil consumption. Before 
in which an 
owner can safeguard the pistons, It 
would perhaps be as well to consider 
these troubles and their causes. 
“AN ordinary metals expand when 
they are subjetced to heat, and the 
rate of expansion is greater for 
aluminium alloys than it is for cast 
iron. Consequently, in order to 
prevent a piston from seizing while 
hot the clearance between the akirt 
and the cylinder wall when the en- 
gine’ts cold must be in the vicinity 
of .005in. in a cylinder with a bore 
of about three inches. It ia well 
known that an audible tap is pro- 
duced if the clearance geta In excess 
of .008 in., so that it will be seen; 
that it Is- exceedingly difficult to

wholly derived from the spray or 
mist produced by the big ends. The 
pump feeds the lubricant to the 
crankshaft, and the oil 


to the big end bearings. The sur- 
plus escapes from the ends of these 
bearings and is thrown round. by 
the whirling action of the shaft, so 
becoming deposited upon the cx- 
posed lower surfaces of the cylinder 
walls, 

The piston in moving up and 
down obtains its Tubrication by 
picking up oil deposited in this way. 
It is essential that it should receive 
sufficient lubricant; oll is cheaper 
than new pistons and reground 
cylinder blocks, On the other hand, 
only a very.slight excess Is needed 
to make the difference between a 
reasonable oil consumption and onc 
open to criticism as being too heavy. 

Piston rings are, of course, pro- 
vided to hotd the compressed gases 
and also to prevent of! pumping, 
many pistons having apecial oil 
rings to contro! the amount of oi! 
reaching the upper part of the 
piston, , 

This Scheme works well ¢nough 
go long as the rings fit closely in 
their grooves, but when a certain 
amount of.up, and down play 
develops a pumping action takes 
place, which leads to a rapid in- 
crease in oll consumption.

is true that the characteristic blue 
amoke distppears under full throttle 
conditions, but this {s mainly duo 
to the’ fact that the cylinder, tem- 
peratures are then sufficiently high 
to burn the oil.

How Pistons Are Ill-Treated. : 

There are many ways in which: 
the owner-driver can ill-treat the 
pistons of his engine. «In the ‘first 
place, very few people take. suff- 
cient care over the essential process 
ot
